USE: Indoor, moderate and heavy traffic areas in single and multi-family housing.

DESCRIPTION:

This carpet is made from continuous filament polyester fiber with minimum size of 10

denier per filament.




REQUIREMENTS:

Carpet produced from the above fiber may be used for moderate and heavy traffic in
single and multi-family dwelling units. The minimum pile yarn weight and density shall
be as shown in Tables 1 and 2. In addition to the physical requirements set forth in Use
of Materials Bulletin 44d, this carpet shall have a minimum yarn twist of 5 turns per inch,
measured prior to heat setting, and a minimum rating of 2.5 when tested in accordance
with the Carpet and Rug Institute (CRI) Test Method “Creating Surface Appearance
Changes in Carpet by Foot Traffic,” or ASTM D-5252, “Standard Practice for the
Operation of the Hexapod Tumble Drum Tester,” and evaluated by CRI Standard 101
“Assessment of Surface Appearance Change Using the CRI Reference Scale”. Carpet
shall be installed in accordance with manufacturer’s instructions.

CERTIFICATION

This certification program shall be in accordance with UM 44d, HUD Building Product
Standards and Certification Program for Carpet, except as modified by the provision of
this Materials Release (MR) and will be administered by MEA Certification, Inc. which
is qualified under the Administrator Qualifications and Procedures for HUD Building
Product Certification Programs, 24 CFR 200.935.

1. MEA Certifications, Inc. shall issue to the carpet manufacturer a label, stamp or
mark containing the Administrator’s validation mark, manufacturer’s statement of
conformance to this MTR, Shaw Industries, Inc. or the manufacturer’s name or
code identifying the manufacturer’s plant location.

2. This certification label, stamp or mark shall be applied to each carpet at least
every six (6) feet, and not less than one (1) foot from the edge of the carpet.

3. Every four (4) months, one (1) production sample and every twelve (12) months
one (1) annual field sample shall be submitted to the Administrator for testing in a
laboratory accredited by the National Voluntary Laboratory Accreditation
Program (NVLAP) of the US Department of Commerce.

4. The Administrator shall also review the manufacturer’s quality assurance
procedures every six (6) months to assure that they are being followed by the

manufacturer.

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MANUFACTURER’S RESPONSIBILITIES:
